On March 23, 2004, a paper was mailed to the correspondence address of record for the 
above-identified U.S. patent application. A copy of the paper is attached as Exhibit A. The 
paper includes an "Office Action Summary" setting a one-month period for reply and indicating 
that the claims are subject to restriction and/or election requirement. The paper appears to be 
incomplete, including pages marked "Page 4" and "Page 5" but apparently lacking pages 1-3.
